In  my  last  letter  I  gave  you  but  a  brief  men¬ 
tion  of  the  Water  Works  at  Chic^pv  A  visit  to 
Ue  Wdg  Wokrtbnot  complete  without  n  enll 
at  tb«  engine-house,  In  wbteb  the  machinery  U 
located  and  which  foreca  the  water  from  Lake 
Michigan  up  Into  the  high  tower  gad  thence 
through  the  wafer-mains  of  the  city.  The  en¬ 
gine-house  Is  constructed  of  granite  and  la  of 
the  most  modern  pattern  as  regards  style  of 
architecture.  The  grounds  surrounding  It  are 
artlaticelljr  laid  out  In  flower-beds  and  lawns 
and,  during  the  Summer  months,  present  a 
most  beautiful  and  attractive  appearance. 
Looking  to  the  east,  a  mile  from  tlie  shore  can 
be  seen  whet  is  called  the  •’Crib”— the  point 
from  where  the  water  Ie  procured,  by  means  of 
a  great  tunnel  sunk  under  the  water  at  a  great 
depth  and  extending  to  the  Water  Works, 
nearly  a  mile  distant.  An  Immense  engine,  of 
tbr  Corliss  pattern,  is  the  main  pumping  engine, 
dost  what  the  capacity  of  thU  monster  pump¬ 
ing  engine  la,  1  am  unable  to  state  accurately, 
but  it  la  considered  tn  he  adequate  to  any  emer¬ 
gency— providing  the  water  in  Lake  Michigan 
holds  out  The  dimension  of  this  engine  Is 
113-inch  cylinder,  with  a  stroke  of  13  feet.  Five 
other  engine*  are  also  aeen  which  can  he  used 
In'raee  of  necessity.  Tour  correspondent  es¬ 
sayed  a  trip  to  the  ”C»ib,M  bat  after  traversing 
half  of  the  distance  old  Neptune  demanded  the 
payment  of  toll  for  trespassing  on  bis  domains 
-  and,  not  caring  to  trifle  with  bis  lordship,  (Ike 
JonaL,  after  paying  my  fare,  I  was  unable  to 
reach  Tarsus,  and  so  was  content  to  return 
to  land.  To  explain :  Like  Michigan,  like 
nianT  other  lakes,  la  a  treacherous  sheet  of 
water  and  does  not  require  much  provocation  to 
become  very  tempest  uous.aod  It  require#  a  sailor 
of  uo  mean  acquirements  to  pilot  a  skiff 
through  the  seething  waters.  Such  was  the 
case  when  I  undertook  to  see  the  "Crib,"  and 
after  being  safely  landed  at  £he  Water  Works  I 
I  contented  myself  with  the  old  saying,  “Dis¬ 
tance  lends  enchantment." 

At  nine  o’clock  next  morning  I  left  Chicago, 
by  way  of  tne  Goodrich  Transportation  Line  for 
Milwaukee,  ninety  miles  directly  northward 
from  Chicago.  Af  I  embarked  I  chanced  to 
glance  at  the  padtlle-box  of  the  steamer  and 
found  Inscribed  thereon  "fthe-boy-gan."  The 
name  struck  me  as  being  rather  peculiar,  but 
profiting  by  my  experience  In  asking  questions, 
1  deemed  it  bast  to  trust  to  luck  for  the  un- 
rafcling  of  the  meaning  of  the  name.  The 
sail  from  Chicago  to  Milwaukee  is  very  pleas¬ 
ant  and  occupies  only  a  few  hours.  Oi:  the 
way  northward  the  shore  of  the  Lake  assumes 
extraordinary  forms,  especially  at  a  suburb  of 
Chicago  called  Lake  Forest,  which  la  about 
iwcoly-cight  miles  from  the  city.  The  ground 
seems  to  be  soft  and  clayey  and  the  constant 
dashing  of  the  surf  against  it  has  worn  It  into 
curious  shapes  and  forma,  and  I  was  told  that 
after  a  gale,  during  which  the  surf  has  been 
very  high,  the  appearance  of  the  shore  is  almost 
completely  changed  In  many  places.  A  short 
dWanee  from  the  shore,  however,  the  country 
preeeot*  a  very  beautiful  appearance  and  many 
of  the  Chicago  merchants  have  selected  it  for 
the  seat  of  their  Summer  vtltae. 

There  are  several  town*  and  villages  ofl  the 
«^jo£tc.  with  here  and  there  a  white  fishing 
attbou,  consisting  of  a  rudhe  hut  on  a  low 
b4ch  and  half  a  doxen  row-boats.  The 
most  Important  of  the  towns  are  Kenosha  and 
Racine.  Kenosha  Met  some  fifty  miles  from 
Chicago,  on  a  high  bluff.  I  am  informed  It  has 
a  good  harbor  and  that  the  surrounding  country 
ta  a  beautiful,  fertile  prarie.  No  landing  was 
made  at  this  point.  Racine,  which  lies  seven 
miles  farther  to  the  north,  is  a  city  of  some  Im¬ 
portance,  raukin  t  the  second  city  of  the  State 
of  Wisconsin  both  in  population  and  commerce, 
and  has  a  fine  harbor.  It  la  handsomely  laid 
out  la  wide,  and  well-built  streets.  Its  in,* 
■sense  piers  stretching  half  or  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  out  into  the  Lake  are  a  characteristic 
feature. 

Seated  upon  the  upper  deck,  just  aft  the 
pilot-house,  enjoying  the  beautiful  sunset, 
Captain  Hunter,  after  addressing  a  few  words 
tatbe  pilot  in  reference  to  the  course  the  vessel 
was  taking,  accosted  me  with  the  usual  West- 
era  greeting,  "Good  evening,  stranger.  Enjoy¬ 
ing  yourself,  eh?”  "You’re  shoutin’,"  I  re¬ 
plied.  "Fine  boat  this,”  I  ventured  to  remark. 
"You  bet,"  be  answered  ;  "there’s  no  boat  on 
the  Lake  can  beat  the  Shtboyoan.."  "Beat 
what?"  I  asked.  "Why  the  Afefcsgpeo." 
"Did  I  misunderstand  you,  sir?  Please  repeat 
it,"  "Young  man,"  he  atnwered,  "that  is  the 
name  of  this  craft  Have  you  oerer  heard  it 
and  ksovo  what  It  means  ?"  "Never,  sir,”  I 
answered.  “Well,  1  will  explain  how  a  city  on 
the  Lake  shore  same  to  be  named  She-boy-gan 
and  this  bout  got  her  name.  (“Smoke  ?"  “Don’t 
care  It  I  do.  Tlianka")  "Well,"  the  captain 
ijcgsn,  "an  old  Indian  chief  bad  a  large  family 
of  children,  all  girls,  af)d  tbc  heart’s  desire  of 
this  noble  red  man  was  the  acquisition  to  his 
family  of  m  soo.  Another  child  was  born,  sod 
one  of  the  Indian's  fallow-chiefs,  being  some¬ 
what  Interested,  asked  ‘Ugh  .'  Whet  ?’  As  tears 
rolled  down  his  ebeeks  he  answered,  'She- boy 
again.1
